THE TAKING OF BONDS A MERE FARCE. 


The Chinese Should be Absolutely Ex- 


cluded, und There is no Feat of 


China Retaliating — Some 


Facts and Figures. 


WASHINGTON, April 0. — Representa- 


tive Geary, of California, In an Inter- 
view on the subject of tho Chinese ex- 
clusion bill passed by the house Mon- 
day, condemns tho system of taking 
bail in Chinese cases aud says: 


"There uro now 8,000 Chinese habeas 


corpus cases on the docket in Sun 
Francisco. A ship comes in with COO or 
000 Chinese and they are taken before 
the court to be examined. All the 
cases can not bo tried in one day and 
hundreds are admitted to bail. A Chi- 
naman eomi's in, swears he is the owner 
of real estate, his bond is taken and the 
newly arrival eele.stial departs. 
When 


tin- case comes for trial tho immigrant 
lias disappeared and it is found that the 
Chinaman who went bond has trans- 
ferred all of his property. Tho district 
attorney at San Francisco lias $350,000 
wortli of bonds on which he cannot col- 
lect a cent. This Is the reason why bail 
should be refused." 


"It is said that your measure abro- 


gates treaty rights?'1' 


"So did the Scott law, according to a 


di'ci.iion of the United States supreme 
court. 
These rijfhtH were abrogated 


fmir years ago." 


"Hut if China severs trade relations 


witli tin' I'niti'd Stutes, will not the 
manufacturers here suffer?" 


"That is a matter of figures. In 1890 


tin1 imports from China were $20,000,000 
and our exports were $',3,000,000. Last 
year we bought tlD.000,000 worth from 
China und exported W.OOO.OOO. For the 
last tea years the balance of trade has 
averaged about $1:1,000,000 in favor of 
China, and tl-l,000,000 of our imports 
liitw been teas, drugs, etc., which did 
nut pay duty. When China annually 
sells us *-jo,ooo,ooo worth of goods she is 
not likely to abrogate commercial re- 
lations unless the moon is made of 
given cheese, which I do not believe is 
thi> ra.si>." 


"Cannot China expel Americans from 


her territory?" 


"Certainly. Hut what would that

arc missionaries, seamen and strag- 
glers. Suppose these* people are ex- 
pch'd. Thi'ii we can retaftate by ex- 
lieling 1:10,000 Chinese who are in this 
country, mronling to Mr. Porter's cen- 
sus.

THIS WORLD'S FAIR GROUNDS 


Struck by a Tornado Causing Qreat Dam- 


afro to BullAlnffi Being Erected. 


CHICAGO, April 0.—A high gale, which 


might almost be called a cyclone, swept 
ovor the World's fair grounds at Jack- 
son park yesterday morning. It struck 
the Illinois state building and caused a 
damage of between 110,000 and 120,000. 
It tore oft the upper structure of the 
tower and derrick and hurled the heavy 
timbers through the floor and the north 
wall of the building and 
destroyed 


about half of.tho structure of the brick 
memorial hall. The entire south half 
of the building appears to be twisted 
out of shape. 


The two policeman who were on the 


scene were taken off their feet by the 
foree of the wind, and the twisted con- 
dition of the structure shows that the 
assault came from something in the 
shape of a cyclone. The high winds 
took away everything that was loose on 
tho grounds. It crushed many panes of 
plass in the skylights on the mining 
building, and visitors there wore warned 
to walk under the gallery, The wind 
demolished about half of tho brick 
structure of the pump house which io 
in course of construction.

TERRORISM RAMPANT 


Deplorable Situation In the Dur- 


ham Mining Fields. 


THE IROH WORKERS IH AN UGLY MOOD, 


And a Conflict Between Them and the 


Striking Miners, Who Are Keeping 


Them Prom Work, Possible- 


Trade Depressed. 


LONDON, April 6.—The situation in 


the Durham mining district is deplora- 
nblo. Terrorism is rampant. The union 
leaders no longer pretend to exercise 
any control over the strikers,'who are 
committing all sorts of vandalism. The 
men are also at war among themselves 
and one reason why work is not re- 
sumed is that the Hooding of the mines 
has reduced their capacity so that only 
tt portion of the former force could find 
Work if a resumption were ordered. 
Those who would be left out in tho 
cold would naturally bo the least de- 
serving of the men, and these are of 
course the very class that are most bit- 
terly opposed to giving in. 


Many of the mines will require pump- 


ing out before they can be operated. 
Others will require an equal length of 
time for proper ventilation. 
There 


were all along men enough to stand by 
the machinery and keep the mines in 
condition during the strike, but these 
faithful fellows \vere intimidated and 
assaulted until they were obliged to 
abandon the mines. 


One of the most recent instances of 


this coercion occurred yesterday at the 
Castle Eden colliery. Matthew Steven- 
son, who had volunteered to tend tho 
pumps and had stuck to them despite 
various assaults and threats, was in- 
formed that his cottage had been blown 
up. Hurrying 'home he found that an 
infernal machine of some sort had been 
exploded in his little dwelling, smash- 
ing the windows and furniture and 
frightening his wife and children al- 
most into fits. Stevenson appealed to 
tile otlieers but no arrests have yet been 
made. 


The iron workers and others who are 


kept :dlc by the promulgation of what 
is generally regarded as an unreasona- 
ble strike are entirely out of sympathy 
with the striking miners and are get- 
ting into an ugly mood. It would not 
be at all surprising if collisions should 
take place soon between those enforced 
idlers and the strikers who are respon- 
sible for their loss of employment. 


One of the most noticeable features of 


the strike is that the wives and families 
of the strikers, despite the sufferings to 
which they arc subjected by the idle- 
ness of their bread-winners, are the 
strongest opponents of a surrender.

Zion 
township a year ago, testified: Was a 
candidate for supervisor at s>id election 
•nd u judge received the ballots it the 
Toting window; I took eeat as receiving 
judge in the morning. Some ot the 
other jadgae took in tickets part ot the 
time; I was absent at dinner and sapper 
end was absent tor a few minutes at sev- 
eral other times; was called oat onoe by 
Wash Smith; waa out when a man 
wanted to pay balance of his taxes; went 
out for oil for the lamp. [Witness here 
testified at great length concerning how 
be sat at tbe table.in tbe polling place, 
where others sat aad where the articles 
of furniture and ballot-box stood, and 
how be took in and nambared the bal- 
lots.] Having concluded this part of ths 
examination witness testified: When I 
went to sapper it was about 6 o'clock; 
Saw Marbelwitz and Davidson in front 
of Fiek'a store; aa I left them to go on 
to my boarding house saw Brewer and 
the two Madens and learned they had 
their tickets and they could not be 
changed; as I returned from supper met 
Shuttle, who told me that the Madens 
and Brewer had voted; think White- 
house tozk the tickets while I was gone; 
think thu figures on ballots 301 and 305 
are not 
in my hand-writing; think 


Whitehones made them; have seen flg- 
uree like them that he did make; I made 
no marks on Davidson's name. The 
witness in giving his testimony seriously 
contradicted the testimony he gave in 
the contest last Jane, whiae will render 
his testimony extremely weak and un- 
worthy of credence as to the points the 
revised testimony was expected to do 
service in.

RED LAKE FALLS, Minn., April B.— 


Every hour the storm hero is growing 
more violent. To tho north a furious 
blizzard is raging, the wind sweeping 
over the prairie with immense velocity, 
accompanied by drifting snow. More 
than a foot of snow lias already fallen. 
It is likely that lives will be lost dur- 
ing the great storm. 


The Storm In Illinois. 


EFFINOIIAM, 111., April 0.—Leo Dale 


was instantly killed by lightning and 
his brother was probably fatally in- 
jured during a severe electric storm 
here yesterday.

He Was' Awaiting the Arrival of Another 


Bride, and Had Already Provided 


the Cement for Her Foreor- 


dained Entombing. 


MELBOURNE, April 6.—An inquest was 


begun yesterday, regarding the death of 
Mrs. Deeming', formerly Miss Mather, 
the wife whom the Bam Hill murderer, 
F. B. Deeming, killed at Windsor, near 
this city, and burled under the cement 
beneath the fireplace, as he had buried 
his victims at Rain Hill. The court- 
room, in which the inquest was held, 
was strongly guarded by police. Deem- 
ing was present, and showed indiffer- 
ence to tlie proceedings, 
sometimes 


laughing loudly at the statements made. 
The testimony of the owner of the 
house in which the murder was com- 
mitted showed that Deeming gave the 
nifcfne of Drouin when he hired it. The 
owner identified Deeming. Other wit- 
nesses also identified Deeming. 


A Mr. Hirschfield, a witness who went 


to Perth to identify Deeming after his 
arrest, told of a number of remarks 
made by the prisoner, showing his 
knowledge of 
the 
murder. When 


Deeming was arrested at the Southern 
Cross gold fields, in western Australia, 
he was making final arrangements for 
his marriage with Miss Rousonville, 
who was on her way from Bathurst, 
New South Wales, to join him. He had 
already secured a house and his first act 
after taking possession was to purchase 
a barrel of cement, with whicii he hod 
the floor of the main room cemented. 


When arrested he was reading a 


newspaper containing a brief account 
of the discovery of Miss Mather's body 
at Windsor, when a constable suddenly 
entered and, without the least warning, 
arrested him on the charge of murder. 
For the moment Deeming was dumb- 
founded, but ho quickly recovered his 
self-possession nnd, pointing to 
the 


paragraph, asked the constable if that 
•was the crime of which he was accused, 
adding: "I think I know the party 
who was murdered. She was a good 
little thing, and I cannot believe that 
anyone would hurt her." 


The policeman himself was totally 


ignorant of the details of the crime, 
having been instructed in a general 
way to arrest Deeming1 on the charge of 
murder. The latter, however, in the 
course of a conversation after the ar- 
rest, acquainted him with many par- 
ticulars of the crime, with which, it 
was apparent, he was fully conversant. 


On his way to prison to one of the 


officials of the prison at Perth, Deeming 
sa'd: "When a man has lived a good 
re igious live, what is there to be afraid 
of. 
I can only tire once " 


It has been ascertained that during 


the voyage from Melbourne to Perth, 
Deeming, although a* the time en- 
gaged to be married to Miss Eouscn- 
ville, was extremely attentive to several 
of the lady passengers on board, and 
that the uncle of one of these young 
ladies was so unfavorably impressed 
with his appearance and behavior that 
he refused to allow him to pay his ad- 
drosses to his niece.
